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Gun Barrels etc.

It there Is any one part of a gun of more importance than an¬ 
other, It is the barrel; for upon the material in the barrel, and ' 
the manner in which that material is worked depends the safety 
and shooting powers of the gun. There are many different com¬ 
binations of iron and steel used in barrel making, each of which 
has its advocates, and its distinctive name, but it is more particu¬ 
larly of the Damascus, the favorite—and I think diservedly—of 
most sportsmen, of which I would now speak. As far as regards 
beauty of figure, the Belgians arc the most expert, but they use a 
larger proportion of iron in the manufacture of barrels, than Is 
used by the Birmingham forgers, and their barrels are neither so 
tough nor elastic as those of the latter named makers. Moreover, 
their barrels arc brazed together from muzzle to breech—a thing 
never done, in a high class English barrel—and that is very de¬ 
trimental to the metal, as it must be subjected to an intense heat. 
Of late, I see that the Belgians have revived an old style of barrel 
finish, to take the place of bronzing. This iB done by preparing 
the barrels us for bronzing, and then corking them tight at both 
ends. They are then placed in a bath containing a solution of 
the sulphate of copper, and allowed to remain for some time. 
The protoxide of copper settles Immediately upon the steel In the 
metal, and the sulphuric acid eats away slightly, the iron. The 
barrels are frequently removed from the bath, wiped carefully, 
and then returned. When the metal has been sufficiently acted 
upon, they—the barrels—are washed with hot water and dried. 
One advantage of this finish, is that once done, it never requires 
to be done over. It make a beautiful finish, with the lighter 
colored steel standing out in bold relief, but after the barrels 
have been used some time, the steel becomes bright, and on 
bright, sunny days there is sometimes a very unpleasant glimmer 
when the sportsman is facing tho sun. Although the safety of 
the sportsmen depends upon good barrels, there are many barrels 
sent yearly to the United States, that could not be sold In Eng¬ 
land, and should uot be used anywhere. Iu every barrel forging 
shop, there is what is known as the “waste cask.” Tills is a re- 
•eptical for barrels that when proved have shown signs of weak¬ 
ness, In the Bhape of “cracks," “greys” or “daws." As no gun- 
maker—with any regard for his reputation—would dare to 
make up these barrels for the home trade, they 
are thrown into the “waste cask," ostensibly to be worked 
over again. There are always many of them that show but little 
signs of weakness externally; but If there is a flaw at all In tho 
metal, that flaw will admit moisture and then rusting begius, and 
it is all the more dangerous if concealed, but the barrels may 
show a fine figure. That is all your importer’s agent cares about, 
so he purchases the lot for a mere song, takes them to some un¬ 
scrupulous workman, and, by dint of “faking” on the outside, 
and burnishing within, with a good polish over all, makes them 
look first-rate. They arc then fitted up with actions, locks and 
stocks, flashily engraved, and with the name of some celebrated 
maker on locks or barrels, shipped oil to America and sold for the 
real thing, at prices far beyond their intrinsic value. Of course 
there will be many who will doubt all this, and to them 1 say, 
gentlemen, with all my heart do I wish that you, and not I, were 
right. 

But if you were “behind the scenes” at Birmingham, you would 
soon he convinced (and to your surprise and sorrow) as to how great 
a depth of rascality the American gun trade was lowered. Far 
be It from me, however, to assert that all importers of guns are 
dishonest. I am glad to say that there are some deserving of I 
confidence, but they are not always those who make the most 
show. The one safe rule to follow In buying a gun. Is to buy it 
of the maker himself, and when doing so see thut he Is one who 
never builds for the trade. Who ever heard of a gun built 
by Ptfrdy, Lancaster, Grant, Lang, Forsyth, Dougall, or the Tol¬ 
ley’s, showing weak spots, providing, always, that it was of their 
first-class work. 

Good guns have been, and are built by makers who build for 
the trade; but the trouble is that you can never be certain of get¬ 
ting those individual guns. I formerly owned a muzzle-loader, 
built in Birmingham, and a better shooter for Its weight, or a 
clearer pair of barrels, man never put to his shoulder; but it was 
the only one out of a case of some dozens—precisely similar to a 
casual observer—that were worth having. No credit was due to 
me for getting that particular gun, for I got It at second hand, 
and by way of a trade; yet I afterwards had full opportunity of 
comparing it with others of the same make. Although 
in mu izle-loaders there wore great chances for practicing 
deception, there arc still greater lu breech-loaders. There arc a 
greater number of parts in the breech-loader, and mote median 
ism. It therefore requires a much more intelligent selection of 
materials, and a higher degree of workmanship than tho muzzle 
loader ever did. None but the best—or at the very least—the 
second best barrels should be put on It. But step Into our gun 
houses, and what do we see! Barrels of every grade of iron, 
from the rejected government musket barrel, rebored and re- 
flnised, common Iron twist, common Iron Damascus, sometimes 
called by It* own name, and sometimes b* the late Mr. Greener says 
‘unbtushlngly represented as ‘laminated steel.”’ Elsewhere, he ^ 


says that “the maker who would pretend, promise or undertake t° | 
make a laminated steel barrelled gun under £15 to £20 ($75 to , 
$100 gold in England), is an arrant deceiver. He could never I 
profitably carry out such an Intention, even if he possessed the 
ability to produce the article; for judgment, skill and ability 
as well as labor, are required to produce laminated steel barrels." 
Mr. Greener, Sr., be It remembered, was speaking of muzzle loading 
guns. It 1 b admitted that it costa more to build a breech-loader; ; 
and yet the present Mr. Greener claims that he can make breech-; 
loaders to sell in this country, after duties and all other charges 
are paid, for really less than what his father says a muzzle-loader 
could be built for in England, and Mr. Greener claims that his 
guns have laminated Bteel barrels. 

Ah! well might "Gloan” say that "if sportsmen would give 
more time, when not In the field to learn the secrets of the gun I 
trade, they could not be so readily imposed upon. „They would 1 
demand and would receive more of their money’s worth than they * 
now get, and our country would cease to be the paradise for ven¬ 
ders of ‘sham damn skeip,’ whether it be native or imported. 
Machine made guns may be sound In work and material, though 
even the machinist himself cannot always be sure of that. There 
may be a little extra hand work bestowed upon particular guns 
for special reasons, but it is self apparent that between the two 
classes of work there can be no favorable comparisons.” 

Admitting as we must, the truth of all this; would it not be 
well for all intending purchasers to post themselves In some of 
the mysteries of barrel manufacture, as well us other parts of the 
gun, before making a purchase! Hundreds of dollars would an¬ 
nually be saved by it, and better guns would soon be iu our mar¬ 
kets. 

In describing the above finish of the Belgian Damascus barrels, 
which is, 1 believe, called the “satin finish.” I find that l have 
unintentionally omitted one part of the process. After the metal 
haB been sulliciently acted upon by the copper solution, as above 
described, the barrels are washed and then made hot as the hand 
can bear. They are then while hot given one coat of the ordinary 
browning mixture and then boiled, after which they are ready to 
be coupled to the action and stock. Except in the beauty of fig¬ 
ure there may be but little to choose between the Damascus bar¬ 
rels or those of laminated steel. The metal is much the same in 
both, though the proportions may vary with the tastes of differ¬ 
ent barrel forgers. If the metals arc sound and properly worked 
there is scarce any difference iu the shooting of either the steel or 
the Damascus; but I am inclined to think, that if properly hum¬ 
mer hardened, the Damascus barrels are the toughest, and will 
hold up to their work and last the longest. Greener of course de¬ 
nies this in all his writings, but there arc other makers quite as 
good who do not agree with him. The main tiling to us is, to 
have only sound barrels of either kind sent here in return for 
our money. That such only arc sold, whether of home or foreign 
manufacture, a glance at the advertisements of some of the gun 
dealers will not show. We see advertised for sale “the best $35 
and $50 breech-loaders ever offered to the American public.” 
Well, perhaps for the money they are the best that could be made, 
but what kind of material arc they built of, or how great an 
amount of wear and tear can they be expected to stand! There 
is not in the world—l say It boldly and without fear of truthful 
contradiction—that gunmaker who can build to sell here at a 
profit a thoroughly sound and reliable double-barrelled, breech¬ 
loading shot-gun, no matter how plain the finish, for less than 
$100 currency. How in the world any one who can read and in¬ 
form themselves about such matters can think differently passes 
my humble comprehension. Of course the guu dealer will deny 
all this, but a mere denial is no proof. To those who cannot 
afford to pay $100 for a breech-loader I 6ay let breech-loaders 
alone. Stick to your old muzzle-loader till you are richer, and do 
not be deluded into throwing away money for a dangerous rattle 
trap not worthy of the good name of gun.

Editor Chicaoo Field I am disgusted with all this wailing 
about pot hunters. If persons don’t relish seeing the game il¬ 
legally destroyed why on earth don’t they stop It. it is far easier 
to convict and punish a pot hunter than to ait down and Indite a 
whining letter about his doings. People that look on and mourn , 
are practically condoning the crime they bewail. 

It’s no use talking, the time la at kund and upon us when the 
long threatened extinction of the birds is becoming a ghastly fact, 
and at present rates another year will convert .our dogs unit guns ' 
into ornamental relics, and Mr. Editor your occupation likei 
Othello’s will be gone with the game that it Is based on. 

The prodigious Increase of hunters with improved appliances in 
a constantly diminishing area, added to all the other causes tells | 
Its tale. In the single week siucc Aug. 15th, almost every | 
chicken has been cleaned out of a radius of twenty-five miles | 
around this town, what must be the case when as in most of the 
8tates they have been industriously shot since July 4th. 

We have a game law vaguely worded to be sure, but yet In un¬ 
mistakable English, and that it can be enforced, four or five en¬ 
ergetic men made manifest at this point, having at much trouble, 
expense and warfare succeeded in getting a test case affirmed in 
the District Court of this (Webster) county, thus depriving local 
justices of a chance to construe the law In the interest of their 


pot hunting friends which was the discouraging sequel to our 
first prosecution. 

The law breaker’s triumph was but short lived as the records 
of this district proclaim in State vs. Berrien and which holds 
good all through the State. Convictions were immediately made 
and the illegality stopped as fur us our hunting ground extended. 

This season but two attempts, as far as could be ascertained, 
were made at early hunting. The first, an irresponsible tramp, 
was committed until tine and costs wore atoued lor. The.second 
occurred on the evening of the 14th u member of our own club, 
together with a wealthy banker, being a long way from home iu 
selecting ground for the morrow’s hunt, unwisely wore tempted 
to shoot four birds. The act being observed, caused a warrant 
to greet their return, so that game supper footed up nearly $40. 

The process of enforcing law is not the costly laborious and 
dangerous mystery that your correspondents seem to imagine ; all 
necessary is to learn of some one killing or possessing game iu 
the^dosc season. A lawyer for a small fee will draw up a com¬ 
plaint in a dozen lines, which includes the name of witness and 
can be sworn to before a justice by any one, .whether they know 
the facts personally or have reason to believe them. That is all. 
The justice subpoenas the testimony and your attorney cun attend, 
and the whole affair disposed of iu fifteen minutes. The witness 
if a voluntary one, can also be the complainant himself and to 
stimulate this spirit we proclaim and pay a certain standing re¬ 
ward for each conviction. The farmers were at first very suspic¬ 
ious, but have learned that we are their true friends and are get¬ 
ting enthusiastic for law which is alw ays a powerful backer and 
finally swuys public opinion everywhere, when vigorously upheld. 

No one is more dependant on the whole public fora living than 
myself, yet my business has never suffered a particle from my 
earnest efforts to preserve the game. 1 own valuable dogs and 
horses and live in a house that is inflammable, just like other 
people, yet have had no more reason lor apprehension than any 
other citizen who abides by the law of the laud and pays taxes to 
put down crime. 

The usual number commenced the season, but as was antici¬ 
pated sport was poor. A larger per ventage than common of old 
hens reimtehed on their burnt nests; many of their broods were 
smaller than quails, while few or none of any hutching were full 
grown; all arc now gone, clearly manifesting September 1st aB 
the most suitable time to commence. 

It is better to have two or three weeks of good sport in cooler 
weather at birds of size and value than suieidally destroy the 
weaklings at once. By w aiting a couple of w eeks matured strength 
and longer flights would save useless slaughter, and leave some 
for another year. Some enthusiasts who find a remedy for all 
evils in stacks of new laws added to the hundreds unknown and 
unnoticed propose to prohibit all shooting. This, if carried out, 
must share the fate of all violent and sweeping enactments, and 
will practically mean the extinction of the last Icuthcr, as it takes 
the matter out of the bauds of hunters and hunting clubs, wbo 
are the only ones interested enough to enforce anything tending 
to save the birds—tiic source of manly sport and the essential 
allies to agricultural prosperity. VV. L. Nicholson.

He had better look over it 
again, lie says the drumming heard late In the season is almost 
if not. always produced by a "bachelor bird,” one who lias not 
paired during the season. Strange uniting that; and most 
certainly wrong, for they are all bachelor birds—as they never do 
pair, never. Come, Mr. Editor of Force! and Stream "how about 
tills t” Acknowledge that you have been caught “on a Oy” and 
let us hear from that “bachelor bird” again. With all due re¬ 
spect for the opinion of others, Hills of Linoaxoee. 

A Detroit paper calls for a law to protect quails during twenty 
years, and by that time, it says, wo shall probably know whether 
this very uteful bird can be domesticated or not.

Rappahannock's jockey let the colt loose 
a* bo came Into the home streten, and when he passed uuder the wire 
at the Judges’ stand he was live lengths in the lead, Partnership sec¬ 
ond, four lengths in front of Auburn. There was a short length of day¬ 
light between the horses as they passed the bqlf mile pole, Rappahan¬ 
nock first. Part tershlp second, Auburn third. Daylight was completely 
hidden between the trio as they passed arouod the lower turn, and they 
entered the homestretch in this way. Rap taking the centre of the 
course. Auburn the Inside, while Partnership took the outside. Before 
the horses reached the furlong pole the affair was decided. Kappahau¬ 
uock had hie opponents beaten at that polut, aud coming on, well in 
band, woo the race by two longths. Partnership secoud, six or eight 
lengths In front of Auburn. The time of the mile aud five-eighth was 
9*5ti.

The Saratoga Association has been forced by the close finishes of the 
horses during this meeting to give the spectators at once the winner, 
iur.ead of, as before, wailing for ibo weighing and other delays, conse¬ 
quent at the fluish of a race. The name of the horse that pushes uuder 
tbe wire first will be immediately glveu to the public on a black board. 
The horse named, however, may not be after all the wiuulng one, as he 
may not bring his weight home, or may have routed some other horse 
la ibo race, or done some other tbiug to disqualify. 

The first race was for a purse of $400; winners after the 25th of June 
of any race closed in 1877, at auy other than the Saratoga course, to 
carry neveu pounds extra. Beaten maidens allowed, if four years or 
uuder, four wounds; if five years or upward, ten pounds; one mile aud 
au eighth. Four came to the post. bradamante was tbe favorite, not¬ 
withstanding that Oriole beat her a few day sluce. easily; but Brada- 
manie had then ou her back a penalty of seven pounds. She sold In 
the pools today for $200, Oriole for $ltti, Virginias for $150 and Henry 
Owens for $’<0. The horses had a capital start, Bradamante having a 
slight lead, Virgluius secoud, Henry Owens third. Oriole fourth. Go¬ 
ing around the upper turn, Sayres, on Bradamuute. pulled out and let 
Oriole lake the lead, and when tbe horses reached tue quarter pole she 
had a length and a half the best of the bulllo, Bradamante secoud, a 
length iu advauce of llcury Owens, who was a neck in advance of Vlr- 
gimus. Going down the backstretch Oriole showed the way. Brada- 
mant** pre.-setl Oriole ou the lower turn, ami came iuto the homestretch 
with her head at tbe withers of the Marylaud filly.

Foreign vs. Aiiierlcsn Breaking. 

BY ARNOLD BURQBS. 

It seems to be the experience of at least most of those who 
have imported “broken" dogs, that these arc Inferior in point of 
training to those handled by our American breakers, so that, 
though there can be no question as to the superior natural quali¬ 
ties or the foreign cracks, they have to be practically re-broken 
before they will show satisfactory sport. Tills is not due to any 
diflereucc in game or to a peculiar manner of working, which 
foreign dogs cannot he expected to understand, but to a lack of 
thorough education. 'Vc require our dogs to do all that the for¬ 
eigners do, and much whicli they have not been taught- Certain 
essentials of the sporting Held these dogs know well, viz.: to point 
and hack staunchly, quarter and drop to wing, shot and fur; but 
here their discipline appears to stop, and they know nothing of 
what may be called general control. If cast off and allowed to do 
aB they please they perform well in their own fusliion, but if oc¬ 
casion calls for any command that takes them out of the above 
limited routine, they pay no attention to it, betraying the fact 
that they huve never been taught that first great leBsou In caoine 
education—complete submission to the will of the master. 

This difference in degree of breaking Is due to the different 
conditions under which dogs are kept abroad and here. There, a 
number are generally owned and kenneled together, consigned to 
the care of a keeper whose other duties will notallow him to spend 
auy more time than is absolutely necessary upon the (logs. Their 
breaking covers all that is demanded of them, and after a day’s 
work they are sent back to tbe kennels till again needed for the 
field. Here, few men own more than a brace at most, ami they 
are allowed to spend hours of each day ill their master’s society, 
nnd arc taught to mind properly all commands, that they may not 
give trouble by intruding upon what is going on round them. 
Such constant training insensibly brings them under perfect dis¬ 
cipline, and educates their faculties at the same time, to an abili¬ 
ty to comprehend and almost anticipate what is wanted of them, 
so that when they go into the field they give prompt heed to all 
commands, and are easily controlled, even under unusual circum¬ 
stances. . ... . , . 

Irish dogs, that Is those trained in Ireland, arc notoriously 
badly broken. The quick, impetuous character of the people, is 
ill suited to the restraints of discipline, and so long os a dog 
points and backs, finding Ills game and waiting for it to be killed, 
to him, it matters not what else he docs or leaves undouc. To 
this carelessness In training we believe Is due the reproach of 
wilfulnese and headstrong character ascribed to the Irish setter, 
for we have the evidence of those who have gained experience 
with these same dogs, that, they are no harder to break, or more 
apt to forget than other breeds. Certainly we iiave admirably 
broken individuals in this country, whether they form examples 
from which the race should be judged or not. 

The superiority of American breaking has been frequently ad¬ 
mitted by English sportsmen who have visited this country, and 
we look for the production of the finest dogs the world has ever 
seen, when the scions of the illustrious strains recently imported 
shall be scattered all over the land and broken as we have the 
ability to break them. Our field trials have already demonstrated 
the pre-eminence of the combination of foreign blood and 
American breaking over anything we have haJ heretofore, and 
the day may not be far distant when In an International trial we 
may beat our English cousins with the deBccudcnts of dogs 
Imported from their "kennels. 

Yon Cnlln’s N. Y. Hcnch Show Criticism Reviewed. 

Editor Chicago Field Mr Von Culin, under date of* Aug. 
4 1877, ill the Chicaoo Field, says, “I think neither Mr. David¬ 
son nor Dr.Twaddell arc afraid of, or feel injured by, gentlemanly 
criticism.” Gentlemanly criticism I am sure none of tbe judges 
will object to. The first essential In the gentlemanly critic is 
truth. This virtue, from Ignorance or other motives, seems tivbe en¬ 
tirely Ignored, In the criticism on Mr. Davidson’s Judgment nr 
Nina os can be proved by an examination made by parties no 
only competent to judge, bs well as competent to dissect a dog. 

To be better understood, I will quote from Mr. Von Cuiiu- 
“Most men have a preference, some for large and others for eman 
doge; and In Judging, Bbould a large dog and a small dog tie < 
the scores, he Is apt to give the place to the dog of the size n 
prefera, if not to overlook Juat a little the merits of the unfavore 
one. This we think the case with Mr. Davidson In some of 
judgments. • For instance, the open class for Imported Engi « 
setter hitches at New York, where he placed Nina, a handsome . 
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coated bitch, first, when nine out of ten Judges would have given 
drat to Pearl. Nina had plenty and to spare of what some call 
bone and substance, and what I call lumber and beef, whilst 
Pearl’s entire substance is bone and muscle." 

In answer to Mr. Culin’s assertion, I beg to state that I have 
bad five disinterested competent parties examine Nina, and 
handle her, and without exception or a dissenting voice, they pro¬ 
nounced her development of bone, muscle and substance most 
extraordinary. It is doubtful If there is in this country a well- 
bred setter bitch that has a larger development (for her size) of 
bone, muscle and substance. 

Allow me to quote “Dog Whip’s” opinion of Mr. Davidson's 
judgment of dogs. In a communication to boreal and Stream, of 
April 10, 1877, under date of April 12th (less than a month prior 
to tile New York Bench Show) “Dog Whip” (the owner of Pearl) 
writes: “If 1 had a setter or a pointer possessed of any weak 
points please oblige me by not allowing him (Mr. Davidson) to 
judge in those classes. 1 was foolish enough then to think that I 
knew more about dogs than Mr. Davidson did; 1 have long since 
come to the conclusion that I was laboring under a mistake.” 

Accepting the above to be a truthful opinion of Mr. Davidson's 
qualiilcatlons as a competent judge of dogs, I can arrive at but 
one of two conclusions, viz: “Dog Whip” must have been very 
ignoraut of the abilities of one he so highly commended, or Mr. 
Von Culin does not know the difference between bone, muscle 
and substauee, and lumber and beef. In the Chicago Field of 
June 9, 1877, “Dog Whip” says: “Mr. Burges is perhaps the 
best authority on canine matters in tills country.” “Dog Whip” 
also admits that “most sportsmen prefer a large dog." Here are 
Mr. Davidson, Mr. Burges, “Gopher,” and most sportsmen pre¬ 
ferring large to small dogs. 

The question s', issue as to size Is which dog, the small or the 
large one (both being equally well made anil provided with bone, 
muscle and substance), is capable of performing the most held 
service, and enduring the longest continued hard work. I have 
had considerable experience with large dogs, and large or small 
have preferred at the commencement of the huntiug season, when 
continuous hard work is to be performed, to have my dogs enter 
the field with some “beef." Surely field trials amount to noth¬ 
ing In testing the staying or lasting qualities of a dog. If a dog 
Is to perform Ills work in an hour or a day he does not require 
much bone, muscle or substance. 

Mr. Editor, with your permission I propose at some future day 
to give some facts that have fallen under my own observation as 
to the lasting powers of dogB, possessed of plenty of bone, muscle 
and substance, as well as of size. Prairie.

THE CREAT SCULLINC RACE. 

On Tuesday August 28th was rowed a three mile scull nice that 
will be ever memorable in the annals of rowing, for on that occa¬ 
sion tile two leadiug exponents of the art of rowing in America 
were to contend, with a third party thrown in. 

Courtney and Riley, erst amateurs, lmd long been suspected of 
a leaning towards professionalism and I lie latter was barred last 
year by the National Association of Amateur Oarsmen from tak¬ 
ing part in t heir races. These two men have been for sonic time 
looked upon as the best scullers in the country, though it was a 
moot point which of the two was best, Riley s astonishing time 
last year oiT-setting Courtney's unbroken line of victories. 

Tlie rivalry between these men culminated it) tlicir open abro¬ 
gation of the title of amateur by signing articles to row a three- 
mile match for a stake. How this match ended, how claims of 
being poisoned were made by Courtney, and of being offered to 
sell the race, were asserted liv Riley, are matters of sculling 
history. The friends of Riley proclaimed that Courtney was 
afraid'of Ills rival and had drugged himself to escape defeat, and 
certain members of the press wove Intricate accounts of Court¬ 
ney's rascality and Riley's surpassing honesty. Be tills as It may 
the affair was a disappointment. 

When John Morrissey of Saratoga notoriety offered a purse to 
Courtney. Riley aud insisted a disappointment was expected, but 
a race was rowed. 

The water was rather lumpy aud against fast time, yet it was 
made. Plaisted showed himself every inch a professional and 
spurting terrilicallv at the start headed Riley, took his water and 
gave him a terrible ‘-wash.” whilst Courtney rowed complacently 
in the rear. Why Plaisted should have thus iutlieted himself 
upon Riley does imt appear; but that bo did so, and not only 
materially retarded him, but took a great deal more out of him 
than otherwise would have been, at that early stage, was quite 
evident. We believe that the race was rowed under the rules of 
the National Association of Amateur Oarsmen, and that under their 
provisions Plaisted should have been ruled out—at all events he 
JBkllv deserved to be for he bad no chance with the giants in whose 
company lie was misplaced. Planted’s tactics so iucommoded 
Riley that wheu it came down to hard rowing betweeu him and 
Courtney, the previous strain told a too-carly tide, and tie was 
easily beaten, Courtney winning the race In the easiest manner 
possiblo in the unprecedented time of 20 mins. 47J sees. That 
there was no mistake fu this time is evideut from the uniformity 
of the timers. 

The question still seems to remain in doubt as to Riley s 
absolute inferiority to Courtney, and these two will doubtless 
meet again; but we should think that none but the beaten man’s 
most, enthusiastic friends would question the superiority of the 
giant from Union Springs. 

We are glad to know that Courtney has boldly and definitely 
entered the professional arena. Glad because he will there per¬ 
haps find metal heavy enough to make him do his best and show 
us bow good he really Is, and because a man of Ids integrity and 
straightforward ness will honor Hie profession. The rowing pro¬ 
fession requires men of honor in its ranks to save it from sinking 
to the level of pedcstrlanisin. A few such men as Courtney and 
his Australian compeer Triekctt are needed to counteract the 
evil effects of the many I.umsdens and Plaisteds who grace the 
rolls of professional oarsmen._ 

Tuat Game of Bluff.— Mr. Dan O'Leary has played a bold 
gume of brag In his effort to slave off John Ennis. He did not. 
say he was afraid to walk Eunis, but that he was too big a mau 
to walk for a trifle—a mere five hundred dollar stake—.It was 
not worth Ids while to exert himself for anything less than one 
thousand dollars, aud lie refused to walk Ennis for a smaller 
stake. 

But Ennis did not sec any way to raise this money and was 
afraid that he had been out-betted. “Brag is a good dog but 
nolilfast is a better,” says an old sew, and Ennis never ceased 
working to raise the money. Fortune favored his efforts at the 
last moment, and by telegram on 8ept. 3d, Mr. Frank Queen, of 
the Clipper , was notified that O’Leary’s bonanza was ready to be 
deposited. 

It is only now uecessary for articles to he signed for us to 
know that the match will come off. We know that John Ennis 
will throw no obstacle in the way; and if O’Leary does so, we 
shall all know that he—the champion—is afraid to meet the map 
to whom in a hundred mile race he gave ton miles aiul a thorough 
beating not two years ago; since which time O’Leary haB done 
wonders and Ennis next to nothing. 

Let there be no subterfuge, hut let articles be forthwith drawn 
out for a match cither here or in New York. We should think 
that Chicago should be selected, as it is the home of both men, 
aud an enormously profitable gate would result to the winner.

A Bruce of Skunks. 

Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 3, 1877. 
Editor Chicago Field: —As I could not Btand a one day’s 
hunt for the season, I concluded to supplement my tenth annual 
shoot, so we put Cap and Bert on the train, mid George and I 
were off on August 21st for Rlppey, a station on the D. M. & Ft. 
D. R. K., about forty-live miles from this place. On our arrival 
we were met by our friend Mr. Jas. F. R., aud driven to his house, 
five miles to the northeast. Here we had a good dinner, and in 
fact the very best of care and fare during our stay over the 22d. 
Mr. and Mrs. R. huve our thanks for their hospitality and klnd- 
dcsb. All praise is due this lady, and our wisbcB are for the long 
life and prosperity of this good young couple. 

Dluuer was over and our afternoon shoot commenced, Mr. R. 
driving us to the stubble. Soon wo found live chickens in some 
short grass, where it had been mowed early, and bagged a brace 
of them. The others made a hasty retreat into Mr. R.’s two 
hundred acres of corn, aud we did not follow them Into this mazy 
wilderness of maize, but went on hugging it bird or two at a time, 
seemingly stray, till we liud u dozen. We now eatne upon a line 
covey, got three at the first rise, and tile others were market! 
down. The dogs were ordered out to seek dead; Bert retrieved 
one, and Cap (not a retriever) pointed “dead." I went up to 
gather the bird, hut alas! a skunk met me with his awful and 
sickening salutation us l kicked ill the grass where I had seen the 
chicken fall. My eyes were blinded and smarted, and I was al¬ 
most suffocated, but the dog dropped in the grass and fared a lit¬ 
tle better, though he lmd enough. We left off seek¬ 
ing dead just then and retreated. We were "Bkunked;” Cap 
frothed and rolled in the grass, and I washed my eyes and face 
in the first pond I could find. All was not yet lovely, but we did 
not propose to stay’ skunked, yet we had rather too much per¬ 
fumery for our pursuit. We got off a way, bagged a few more 
birds; the 19th was in, and a small covey down in a slough. Bert 
came to a point. "Good,” 6uid George, "we’ll take her in; 

twenty Is a good score for the time we’ve been out.’’ Just then 
Bert "run in;” Cap followed. I had never seen them do this 
way before, and shouted at the top of my voice "to hot down, Oh, 
you rascals;” but hy this time Bert howled with pain, Cap stood 
off, and the awful stench filled the surrounding air. "Oh, my! 
another skunk," said George, as Bert came towards us frothing 
and pawing at his mouth. We hallooed "down, get out, go 
away,” etc., but he came nearer to us; presently he was rolling in 
tlie grass ami dirt, aud we felt relieved. I believe this skunk was 
the oldest and gamiest, of his species, and perhaps had iuhabited 
tile region about Sodom aud Gomorrah at tlie time when it rained 
fire aud brimstone. From ills demonstrations and emanations he 
may have been Influenced and tainted by that 

ancieut scourge uud escaped the retribution which 
lie justly deserved. He was beautifully marked 

and colored; carried his flag well up, witli that vigorous 
movement, so much admired by Stonehenge, as indicating a good 
field performer. We stood back and gave him room for display. 
Geo. suggested that: “From this enchanter all these ills arc 
come,” while Mr. R. shot the brute, and ended our hunt for the 
clay.

R. could see their transparency at a glance, aud placed the fault 
where it belonged, but her genial disposition and good humor 
rendered us comfortable even in our misfortune. We thought to 
try the dew next morning, aud were out with the dogs ns soon as 
we could sec. Cap was all right, only a little tainted, and made 
a few false points, Imt Bert was not so free from the odor, and 
did not do his usual “tip-top” work all day. He seemed con¬ 
scious, however, of Ids misfortune, and inability to flud game, but 
made himself UBefu) as a backer and retriever. 

Mr. R. did not accompany us this day with his wagon, for want 
of time, and George was a new hand just learning to shoot, yet we 
had a good hunt, and our 6core was twenty-six; all told, forty- 
five. Wc now returned home, and the trip was a very pleasant 
one, except the “skunk” adventures, which were no sport to us. 
Iu the future, as in the past we hope to omit tlicir repetition. I 
am opposed to the repeating business. Once will do.

Editor Chicago Field: —A political editor said that any man 
who disagreed with him, was “a liar, a Bcoundrel and a horse- 
thief." 

It has been the boaBt of sporting journals to rise above suck 
personalities. It has been their effort to rid themselves of black¬ 
guards and billingsgate, and with rare exceptions the effort has 
been successful. It could not be expected in the nature of things 
but that occasionally some fellow would defile a paper, but It has 
seldom happened of late, and this fact has been the main Induce¬ 
ment to gentlemen to become contributors to sporting literature. 
Writing entirely without reward, animated 6olely witli the desire 
to swell the fund of knowledge, they have found their only re¬ 
compense for the time, money and labor devoted by them to the 
great cause, In the belief that they were of beuclit to their fellow 
men. They have never shrunk from fair criticism, for they have 
never pretended to be infallible. They have never objected to 
candid counter-argument, for they are aware that tlie science of 
projectiles is yet too unsettled for any arbitrary flat. They have 
never'refused to hear opposing authorities, for they know that 
there arc always differences of circumstances sufficient to create 
differences of result. And when they have found themselves eon 
tradteted and deuted in ordinarily decent terms, by those who 
utterly fall to discuss the argument; who entirely forgot to pro¬ 
duce a counter authority, or to verify an opposing experience, 
they have smiled a quiet smile and simply put it down as one of 
the thlngB that In all ages, investigators have had to overcome. 

But when, on the other hand, they have been assailed by vitu 
peration and denounced in the languago of tlie slums, they have 
had but one thing to do, and that was to treat tho calumniator 
with the silent contempt which he deserved. 

During my absence an Irishman, in the Field, has brandished 
epithets about my head, as he would brandish a shiluleh at Don- 
neybrook Fair. He has proven me, to bis complete satisfaction I

At odd moments I have been looking over Hallock's Gazetecr, 
and And it to coutalu much valuable information. The table of 
proportionate charges prepared by Maj. Merrick is quite sugges¬ 
tive, aud indirectly it has a bearing ou the question of English vs. 
American loads which I was discussing in ray last. It would be 
of direct authority if it could demonstrate how far a 
disproportionate load could be used in a gun. This, of course, 
cannot be formulated. All that the compiler can do is to state, 
as he has, that the heavier, or abnormal loads, must be made 
with reference to each gun. Hence, we are thrown back on the 
target again for each individual weapon, and I hope the zeal with 
which such experiments have been made will not be abated. 

My troutlng trip has consumed the time which 1 had previously 
laid out for trying the St. Louis Shells, Kay's Concentrators, aud 
sundry aud divers whims of my own, but still I hope to And an 
oil day now and then, when I ean look a thirty inch circle square 
in the face, and when I do, you may be sure “I'll make a note 
on't.” Gloan. 


Chill Shot on Prairie Chickens ami Itlack Neil. 

Hiawatha, Kant., August 26, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The sportsmen here have all been 
at their wits end to And out where the young chickens have been 
hiding themselves. We have at last come to the conclusion that, 
except in the morning and evening when they are in the stubble, 
they are in the corn and apparently have signed the pledge and 
don't drink, nor go to grass. If the cover on the Iowa stubbles is 
no better than here, I am afraid it will go sadly against the trials. 
The bags that I’ve heard of from last Friday are as follows: Fri¬ 
day (all day), four guns, 105 birds; Saturday (5 P. si. to 7 p. M., 
our usual hours), two guns, 19; Monday, two guns, 26; Wednes¬ 
day, throe guns, 12; Thursday, two guns, 17; Friday, two guns, 
0. These arc not large, bdt I consider good, as the chickens 
don’t lie worth a cent on tjre stubbles and take to the corn when 
Aushed, so all you can do Is to hunt another covey. While out 
ou Wednesday, also Friday, 1 saw two jack rabbits (the Arst seen 
hereabouts) and reports come In that there are a great many 
about here. We have sent East for a brace of greyhounds and 
lnteud trapping a few and having some coursing on our own 
hook and hope before many years to see it become more general. 

Now, if you will allow digression, I want to get after “Black 
Ned,’’’ who so kindly gave me a dose on concentrators. All I 
can say in reply is, that they make a difference, of over 20 pellets 
pattern, and 5 sheets penetration, in my gun’s shooting, and I can 
inform him that nearly every member of the St. Clair Duck 
Shootlug Club uses them and no Aner sportsmen are there in the 
country. I do not wish to accuse “Black Ned" of anything so low 
and contemptible, but will he please explain why, In giving infor¬ 
mation In some of his letters, he says, “I am not interested, 
therefore you can take this for what it is worth." Are we to 
suppose him interested when he does not state otherwise! That 
concentrator business looks like it. 

‘Recapper,” in his Aue letter on snipe, mentions 

having killed them in cover. I have often seen them 

take to cover late in the Fall and have killed a great 
many in a willow swamp In Canada. He also speaks of their 
drumming; I have noticed them while breeding and have seen 
the cock bird Aying about 100 yards high, taking swoops down¬ 
wards of about 15 yards, when it would make a noise something 
like a duck’s wings when on Aight, and on his coining down the 
female would join him, and both Ay a few yards and pitch. 

While hunting snipe Iu the Fall, I have always hunted down 

wind with dog to heel, then let him work back, thus giving him a 
chance of getting the delicate scent, which I believe is all lost in the 
8pring, consequently no dog is required then. I should Imagine 
that a dog, broken on snipe, would be too slow and cautious for 
chicken shooting, but have never tried it, so can’t say from expe¬ 
rience. 

I have spun this out longer than I Intended, but put It In the 
waste paper If you see At, as my experience has been more with 
the gun than quill. Give those blasted pot-hunters hail Columbia, 
and keep It up and good will come of It all over the country. 

The Kansas laws now say, “Come all ye Missourians and Ne- 
braakians; bring your dogs, guns and wagons, and kill all the 
Kansas chickens you can aud cart them away.” Such Is life.

My Tenth Annual Chicken Shoot. 

Dbs Moines, Iowa, Ang. 27, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field; —My tenth annual chicken shoot was 
taken on the 15th, os usual, hut this time for one day only. I 
did not have the time to spare for a week's shoot, as has been my 
custom, so tried to make the most of a day. At 7 p. h. on the 
llth we drove out of the city, and at 10 o’clock we were four¬ 
teen miles to the northeast camped in a farmer’s barn ready for 
our evening talk up and the sleep of anticipation, all of which 
we enjoyed, and I got a bad cold into the bargain. On the 15th 
we were up early; our driver fed and harnessed his horses, put 
them to the spring wagon and we were off at the peep of day at 
» lively trot, Two miles took us to the stubble, and I was the 
first one out. In getting over the fence the nails In the top board 
broke and let me fall, smashing my finger on the board below. 
A large piece of eutielo was left hanging to the edge of the board, 
and I had seen the “Arst blood" of the hunt. Joe and Fred went 
off to the north with their pointers, Bert, Jim and I, to the east 
with old Cap. Pretty soon I heard them shootlug, and felt that I- 
was missing some good sport. Fred, howover, went on toward 
the North Pole with his Jim, a good but rather wild dog, with a 
Von Culln spike collar on hiR neck. Bang I bang! to ho bang 1 
to hoi down! were heard growing fainter in the distance, as he 
proceeded on his way. Presently I heard a few 
shots closer, to me, hut Cap came to a point 
in a little stubble surrounded by tall grasB on all sides, and 
m y attention was called away from the shooting. When I came 
“P to him I only got In one shot, but a nice bird came to bag. 
The others—ten of them—scattered in the grass, but were well 


marked down. I got up a brace of them over a slough, and made 
a successful double shot. By this time I saw our wagon coming, 
and Joe was In it. When near enough I called him over, aud we 
worked up tho remaining eight birds and bagged them. Fred had 
walked away from him, but he had a few birds In his pocket, and 
the far off and nearer shooting was explained. As we could not 
hear anything of Fred we left our birds in the wagon and went to 
a stubble to the south of us. I went to the right, and Cap gal¬ 
loped around to the edge of the stubble to the southeast coruer 
of the field, where he struck the sceut of a covey, and was 
working them up beautifully, when Joe called to me :‘ Hcre they 
are, Doc." Bert had gone across the centre, aud came directly 
upon them in the middle of the field. Cap came up in good style 
till he saw Bert, then backed him till we were ready for the 
“rise.” One got up and fell to Joe's side; his shell was quickly 
replaced, and “all reudy, hi on." They all got up at once, but 
two fell to Joe, and one to my first and two to the second. Tho 
other 6lx were marked down neatly In the gross, and the six dead 
birds gathered to hag. 

“Good enough," said Joe, “isn’t that nice." “Good boys, hi 
on!” we both said, and very soon the dogs were on a point, as they 
seemed to have marked the birds down as well as their masters did. 
Iu a few minutes more these six birds were up and bagged also. 
Tho second envoy had thus gone with the first, and the entire 
twenty-three chickens had been bagged, not one escaping to tell 
the sad, sad news of their destruction. Just at this time Fred 
came up with nine chickens, and our morning shoot was closed 
as the dew went off the grass. Fred had seen more chickens than 
both of us, but his wild dog had rendered his shooting like unto 
himself; for five straight misses on young birds docs not repre¬ 
sent the shooting abilities of the champion of the Des Moines 
Sportsmen's Club. Our horses were put up in a farmer's stable 
and fed; our chickens were drawn, stuffed with new prairie hay, 
and placed singly on the cellur floor to keep them cool. We then 
made coffee on the madam’s cooking stove, ate lunch, the boys 
smoked, and we rested till 3 p. m , when we drove out for our 
evening shoot and for home. We shot a few chickens in the tall 
coru and some in stubble, but as it was hot and a long drive be¬ 
fore us, we did uot kill a great many, yet our bag for the day was 
forty-seven, actual count, almost equally divided between us. We 
were satisfied with our day’s sport, driving out as we did from 
the city. Eland. 


Waddell on Matters in tieucral.

Editor Chicago Field: —If it were not for the Chi¬ 
cago Field one would almost, during these hot sultry 
day’s, conclude never to hunt or shoot any more, 
but as we read the ably written articles of your 
numerous correspondents from the different sections of this now 
well protected game country of the world, one revives in 
thought and physical energy, and imagines himself ou the plains 
of Hampton, or in the glades surrounding Nashville, where will 
meet with dogs and gun, the truest sportsmen of the world. H. 
M. M. has a good article in your issue of August 25th, his ideas 
are true, and as he bears down in a quiet way upon a class who 
have lately come to the front on paper, and who are so ready to 
give advice and make rules, he intimates it were better to ask a 
little advice of those who have spent more years hi the field than 
they have days. Ttie “Dainpliool” family have increased in 
numbers during the past five years, and, H. M. M. must go it a 
little mild or be will be out numbered—not by brains but by 
votes—and votes you know will kill the most ambitious. I have 
never realized the great power of the press until during the past 
year, and I can truly say “keep in” with them or give up your 
occupation, do the former aud success will attend your every 
effort, and your dogs will find the birds that their sires and dams 
never had a nose to do. 

The coming field trials will be grand affairs, and those who will 
be away from necessity will have much to regret, especially the 
Nashville trials. The pleasure of hunting prairie chickens is a 
great deal In Imagination, for the Intense heat renders it anything 
but agreeable, excepting the short intervals when you get to 
work ou a covey that are well scattered, and that lay well to the 
dog—then it is rare sport, in the early morn, or late in the after¬ 
noon, as they come on to the grain fields to feed; but quail shoot¬ 
ing In October and November, when the bracing air seems to 
make the crack of the gun tell more plainly it has done its work, 
when the birds are full grown and have a chance for life, then It 
Is that a sportsman ean prove himself a sportsman, and not tire 
out as be soon must do now on the hot, burning fields after 
chickens. To those who enjoy shooting quail 1 would say, this 
Fall will give you an opportunity that you may not soon have 
again. The country is literally covered with them, and very 
many flocks are already full-grown. In hunting chickens they 
bother the dogs, or rather the sportsmen, very 
much as I believe the dog takes the same position 
when pointing a quail as he would a chicken, and yet I presume 
H. M. M. has, with the writer, beard the latter-day crowd relate 
how they can tell just what kind of game their dog has got. They 
train them so finely now that It’s not an Impossibility tu imagine 
most anything. And yet with all the vast amount of so called 
broken Betters and pointers in the country, the well broken good 
dogs are scarce, at least to obtain for money, and when they are 
obtainable It is only at a good round figure, and they are worth it, 
and a sportsman knows It. If a good road horse is worth 15,000, 
s good field dog Is cheap at <500. II. M. M.’s idea of shooting 
pigeons from tbe trap and calling it sport, will, before very long, 
be the idea of many sportsmen. The gla& balls arc, and ulti¬ 
mately will entirely take the place of the pigeon. It takes more 
skill to hit the ball and one can improve in bis shooting to a 
greater extent and at less expense on the balls, than he can mur¬ 
dering pigeons. May the best dogs win at Hampton. Thu writer 
regrete he cannot be there, but will garner up bis strength, ca¬ 
nine and otherwise, for the cooler days at Nashville in Novem¬ 
ber.

A fish¬ 
ing excursion was arranged for them, and on Wednesday morning 
they took an old boat and rowed out Into the waterand anchored. 
They fished for several hours aud then rowed once ortwice h round 
the pond, and then started to row across to the point from which 
they started. Near the cenlor of the pond the head of a buck 
hove ill sight. The maidens took the situation as coolly as the 
circumstances of the case would admit, aud paddled witli a will. 
But the animal gained upon them, and seeing that further efforts 
to reach the shore would lie futile, thep shipped paddling and pre¬ 
pared for an attack. And their preparations wore not in vain, 
for, splashing and plunging, and with eyes like balls of lire, 
the buck bore down upon them.

The St. Locis Shell Depended. —St. Louis, Aug. 30, 1877, 
—Editor Chicago Field :—III your last issue I noticed an article of 
Mr. E. II. Lallirop, of Springfield, Mass., outlie St. Louis shell, 
which 1 feel sure does an injustice to our shell, in conversation 
with a number of our sportsmen, I have failed to find one who 
had ever noticed any grit in the paper of which these shells are 
made. I am free to say that the paper used iu these shells more 
than a year ago was not as good as it is to-day, hut none of us 
ever found it gritty and none of us ever had our crimpers injured 
In the least. Mr. Albright, a dealer in guns and ammunition, 
who has crimped thousands of these shells with the same ma¬ 
chine, finds no unusual wear from them. As to Mr. Lathrop’s 
charge that the paper bursts at the explosion; this I don’t think 
amounts to anything, as it is a very rare occurrence that anyone 
uses a paper shell twice, but we don’t hear that these shells burst 
any more than others. I enclose you two No. 12 shells that were 
loaded with 41 drachms powder and 1 J- oz shot, leaving barely 
enough of the shell to crimp. Yon will sec they are 
well preserved. The St. Louis shells certainly crimp 
as well as any we can gel. The delicate recoil 
test Mr. Lathrop speaks of, was not satisfactory when tried 
in this city by a gentleman who experimented with it. This gen¬ 
tleman found tile same recoil from a No. 12 shell loaded with 
two drachms of powder that he did from a No. Hi shell loaded 
with four drachms, and lie also found tbe same recoil from a No. 
10 shell loaded with four and live drachms. If Mr. Lathrop will 
try a number of different charges in the same shells, lie may liud 
where the “recoil test" fails. Of one tiling we all are certain here 
that repeated field or trap shooting with St. Louis shells gives far 
less bodily pain or recoil, than with any other shells similarly 
loaded, and we arc as equally certain that we get the same execu¬ 
tion from small charges of powder in tile St. Louis she I that we 
do witli larger charges in other shells. From lime to time as im¬ 
provements in the manufacture of shells present themselves, they 
nri^ndopted by the present management of the St. Louis Shell 
Co., who seem to be honestly striving to make their shell the l/eat. 
N6 one can object to this. Each manufacturer should try to do 
the same. Every sporlsmeu should encourage honest efforts to 
excel in the manufacture of ammunition. It defects arc noticed 
in our shells let sportsmen call attention to them if they will and 
thus assist In remedying them. If the St. Louis shell never ex¬ 
cels the others in material or durability, or certainty of explosion, 
it will always excel in economy and execution; for the conical 
base is unquestionably the correct principle. We will be glad to 
see Eustern sportsmen take hold of the shell, as Mr. Lathrop 
scorns to have done, and give it a fair trial. St. Louisians are in¬ 
terested in the success of tills St. Louis enterprise. J. W. M.

In a few days the other lien followed her 
example and continued until twenty-seven eggs were laid. he 
first hen commenced her incubation two weeks before the other, 
and in due time her little brood came out; but here a difficulty 
arose—the second hen deserted her nest and insisted on claiming 
tho young. The result was a fierce fight, for the maternity; but 
now things seem to be settled by both dividing the care of the 
young. The brood is living and healthy, and arc as lively as 
possible.

NO. I.—THE JOURNEY AND ITS SCENERY. 

The sultry month of August was drawing to a close, with the 
dewy nights and cooler breezes which serve as un inspiration, to 
the sportsman, and bring forth iu vivid array, visions of coming 
6port among the woodlands over the prairie, and upon the takes 
or streams.- Autumn aud Autumnal shooting were near, and the 
anticipation causes a thrill of joy amoug the sporting fraternity, 


the great forests being almost unbroken in their stately grandeur, 
and the scenes, along the Chippewa especially, being romantic 
and picturesque.

Of 
all the pike family he is the largest, tile most active and 
powerful as well as the largest, and the augler who can 
safc.lv land or bring to boat a twenty-five pounder hooked at the 
end of thirty yards of line, is verily no tyro in the mysteries of 
the gentle craft of fishing.
